Due to the fact that the new pages for each year usually average but one or two pages for each of the different Units that we 
offer, we have decided to offer these new supplementary pages in a different manner than in the past.

Famous American Poets 


HENRY WADSWORTH LONGFELLOW 


Longfellow, probably the best liked of American poets, 
was born in Portland, Maine, Feb. 27, 1807, the son of 
a lawyer. His mother was a descendant of John Alden 
and Priscilla Mullens, whom he made famous in “The 
Courtship of Miles Standish.” As a boy in school his 
poetic talent was noticed and verses of his appeared in 
the local newspaper as early as 1820. In 1825 he gradu- 
ated in the same class as Nathaniel Hawthorne at Bow- 
doin College. After studying abroad three years, he 
assumed the professorship of modern languages at the 
college. Married in 1831, his wife died in 1835 and in 
that year he resigned his post and again went abroad 
to study, this time in preparation for a similar pro- 
fessorship at Harvard. From 1836 until his death on 
March 24, 1882, he lived at Cambridge, Mass. His poems 
first became popular in 1838, when “Psalm of Life” 
was published. “The Wreck of the Hesperus” and “The Village Blacksmith” 
appeared in an 1841 volume. “Evangeline” appeared in 1847; “Hiawatha” in 1855; 
“Tales of A Wayside In” during the years 1863-1873; and many others appeared 
at frequent intervals. His poems are marked by their simple phrasing of subjects 
romantic and historic in a narrative form. Longfellow’s love of beauty and romance 
is reflected in his poems and he is credited with first popularizing modern literature 
in America. His success is due to his ability to popularize ideas and to express 
simple affections and sentiments. Longfellow was well known in his lifetime, being 
a personal friend of the many contemporary writers and statesmen. In personality 
he was conscientious, industrious and kindly. His private life was marked by one 
tragedy, the death of his second wife in 1861 when she burned to death. Of 
interest to collectors is the claim that the Indian maiden depicted on the high 
values of the Newspaper stamps of 1875-1895 is Minnehaha, heroine of his “Song 
of Hiawatha.” One of his best-liked poems, the selection of this imaginary person- 
age for the stamp designs, in company of goddesses of ancient mythology is readily 
understood.

Expected This Year 





In a speech over the National Broad- 
casting Co.’s nation-wide hookup at 1:15 
P.M. (E.S.T.) from New York City on 
Jan. 6, Postmaster General Farley gave 
a talk reviewing the accomplishments of 
his administration particularly referring 
to those of the past year. On the 
Famous Americans Series Mr. Farley 
had these remarks: 

“You are all more or less familiar with 
the major stamp undertaking this year 
in the form of the already highly pub- 
licized ‘Famous Americans Series.’ This 
issue has been very aptly called the 
‘Heroes of Peace’ series in that men and 
women who have made definite contribu- 
tions to the happiness, entertainment and 
comforts of society in general in the 
realms of literature, science and art are 
at last to be given a place on our stamps. 
This series of stamps will supplement 
but not detract from the worth and im- 
portance of prior issues of stamps which 
bear the portraits of illustrious leaders 
in the realm of statecraft who exerted 
perhaps a more spectacular influence on 
national policies and the ultimate destiny 
of government affairs. 

“It was not possible, of course, in a 
series of stamps containing as many 
as 35 designs to pay tribute to more 
than a small proportion of those entitled 
to this honor. In making the selections, 
every effort was made to give recogni- 
tion to representative men and women 





in the respective callings and professions. 

“While this series of stamps appears 
to be somewhat formidable in scope, the, 
cost of complete sets to collectors will! 
amount to only $1.47, and with fairness. 
to the subject matter curtailment of the 
size of the series was considered im- 
practicable. I have been most gratified 
at the public response to the announce-, 
ment of this issue which has been over- 


whelmingly in favor of the selections of | _ 


subject matter and general arrangement 
of this special series.” 

Continuing, he promised “stamps” for 
Idaho and Wyoming’s statehood anni- 
versary, which apparently are not to be 
a joint issue of one design patterned 
after the recent Four States Stamp; also 
promising a stamp for the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Pan-American Union. His) 
remarks on these and another proposed 
stamp are as follows: 

“While the issuance of the Famous 
Americans Series will naturally cause 
some curtailment in the number of| 
strictly commemorative stamps to be 
issued this year, we shall be obligated | 
by prior precedents to provide stamps} 
for the 50th anniversary of statehood 
of Idaho on July 3, and like anniversary 
of Wyoming on July 10. 

“I am also prepared to make the first! 
public announcement of the issuance of 
a special postage stamp on April 14, to! 
commemorate the 50th anniversary of 
the founding of the Pan American Union. 
It is felt that the high purposes of this 
Union is to promote friendly relations ' 





among the nations of the Western Hem- 
isphere and justifies recognition of this 
anniversary. The selection of the central 
design for the stamp is now being given 
attention. 

“While definite decision in the matter 
has not yet been made, we also have 
under consideration the issuance of a 
special stamp for the 400th anniversary 
of the exploits of the Spanish explorer 


Coronado, who was the first to visit the} #29 


region now comprised in the South- 


western States.”

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How to Send Famous Ameri- 
cans First Day Covers 





The Post Office Department has an- 
nounced its usual rules for the servicing 
of first day covers of the Famous Ameri- 
cans Series. Many collectors are unfa- 
miliar with the method of sending first 
day covers from a distant point, and this 
is repeated here for their benefit. Post- 
masters at the first day post offices will 
accept a limited number of self-ad- 
dressed covers (not more than 10 from 
any one person) if these covers are sent 
them sealed, addressed to the sender (or 
any other persons they choose). Best 
cancellations are obtained by putting in 
each cover some light enclosure so 
that the cancelling machine will work 
best. Envelopes smaller than 3x6 inches 
should not be used; nor should large or 
odd-sized envelopes be sent either. 634 
size (the standard 31x64 envelope) is 
best to use. In the upper right corner of 
each cover should be lightly marked in 
pencil in figures the number of stamps 
to be placed on that cover. The address 
should be so placed on all covers, par- 
ticularly those on which you desire 
blocks placed, to permit sufficient space 
for the stamps. 

Postmasters will positively not accept 
postage stamps in remittances, you must 
send either cash or money order. Your 
covers should be sent the postmaster in- 
side a larger envelope addressed to him 
and enclosing with the covers a brief 
note stating you are sending the covers 
for first day cancels of the new stamps. 
Extra money for the purchase of mint 
copies of the stamp should not be sent, 
as all such orders must go to the Phila- 
telic Agency at Washington. Covers for 
first dav of each new stamp must be sent 
separately to each postmaster, as the 
first days are to be in different cities. In 
no event should covers be sent earlier 
than 30 days before the date of first 
day. 

To obtain the cancellation dated “First 
Day of Issue” all covers must bear first 
class postage, and so collectors should not 
try to send covers with only a single 1c 
or 2c stamp. The only way you can ob- 
tain a single lc stamp with dated first 
day cancel is to mail a postal card; cov- 
ers should bear at least three 1c stamps. 
Similarly a first day cover of the 2c 
must have a pair affixed. If you have 
some friend in the first day city, you 
can address your covers of the 2c to 
him and then they can be sent at the 
local rate of 2c and thus only a single 
of the new stamp may be used; other- 
wise you must use two 2c. 

The new stamps are roughly one-tenth 
wider and higher than the Presidential 
series, to be issued in post office panes of 
70, printed by the rotary press. First 
day postmasters cannot honor requests 
for affixing of plate number singles or 
blocks.

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Annual Report of the 
Postmaster General 





Among the columns of statistics in the 
annual report of Postmaster General 
Farley for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1939, and released for publication 
Dec. 31, are some statistics of interest 
to stamp collectors. Postal revenues 
were highest in history, totalling $745,- 
955,075.24. On June 30, there were 
44,311 post offices divided as follows: 
1,217 first-class, 3592 second class, 10,017 
third class and 29,425 fourth class. In 
addition there were 1,513 regular stations 
and branches and 4,871 contract stations. 
Navy post offices were in operation on 
318 ships, and 72 shore stations. No 
statement of number of railway post 
offices was made, but he states there 
was sea post service on 29 ships, all 
in trans-Atlantic service except six on 
the Pacific. 18.40 percent of total post- 
age paid was paid by meter devices, 
while total postage paid by money in 
lieu of stamps was 27.74 percent of 
total postage paid. 

Total revenue from stamps was $315,- 
494.96 less than from last year, though 
total postage paid by all means increased 
during the year $14,657,558.88 (total 
postage receipts were $662,479,335.82 — 
88.81% of total postal revenues). Post- 
age paid by stamps on mail amounted 
to $478,693,218.02 and the total received 
from sales of postage stamps (which in- 
cludes stamped envelopes and postal 
cards) amounted to $514,894,960.12. The 
difference of over $36,000,000.00 was 
not acounted for, but possibly represents 
an increased inventory of stamps on 
hand by business firms and a minor 
portion probably is accounted for by 
philatelic sales of stamps not used. 
Post offices also sold $3,354,022.83 worth 
of documentary revenue stamps, 6% less 
than in the previous year. Sales of the 
Migratory Bird Hunting License stamps 
increased 27% to a total of $1,000,216. 
A total of 15,262,089,147 stamps were 
shipped to post offices, representing a 
total face value of $457,427,533.74. It 
cost $1,386,333.11 to produce these 
stamps. Philatelic Agency revenue 
totalled $1,312,016.48, a slight drop from 
the previous year. 

A little known function of the postal 
service, the carriage by power boats, is 
that 183 of these routes were in opera- 
tion covering 19,440 miles (ten routes

were contracted by pound, not miles, 
and not included in mileage figure). 
Mails were also carried by 90 companies 
over 2,967 miles of electric railways, 
practically all of it closed pouch service. 
30 horse drawn vehicles are still in use 
for transporting mails in cities, while 
dog-sled, mules and other unusual means 
of transport are still used in isolated 
sections. 


Field Force Mails Free 


The Canadian postal service has in- 
structed its postal officials to deliver 
without collection of postage all mail re- 
ceived without stamps from members of 
British, Dominion, Colonial or Allied 
forces serving in the field. Such cor- 
respondence is to be recognized by the 
postmark of the Field Post Office or 
Army Post Office; a marking indicating 
the mail was received from or posted on 
a naval vessel or having a censor’s mark- 
ing indicating it should have free trans- 
mission. Canadian troops in England are 
however not considered as “in the field” 
and must pay postage. 





Postal Trucks Stolen 


Two postal trucks have been stolen 
in London, England, since the black-outs 
have been in force. In the most recent 
instance, the driver left the truck in 
front of a branch post office to pick up 
some mail and when he came out the 
truck was gone. The Philatelic Trader 
states several bags of registered mail 
were in the loot.

Editor’s Notebook 


ATTENDANCE We heard a good expla- 

nation offered recently 
for the drop in attendance at stamp club 
meetings from the high attained in the 
first years of the depression. It fits so 
many clubs, yet has not been recognized 
as the reason for smaller attendance at 
club meetings and annual parties and the 
slower addition of new members these 
days. 

Many clubs had a large increase in 
membership and attendance commencing 
around 1930, which however has dropped 
severely in the past several years. Those 
new recruits have become unfamiliar 
faces. They were folk who as the result 
of the depression found themselves sud- 
denly with much surplus time and noth- 
ing with which to while away that time. 
Their lives had not been accustomed to 
that much leisure and many had never 
had an active hobby. Stamps they found 
an excellent medium for three reasons: 
it was a hobby that could be pursued 
inexpensively, it was a pleasant means of 
whiling away those extra hours, and the 
realm of philately was one in which the

worries and troubles of a depression could 
be temporarily evaded or forgotten. We 
all know of many to whom this applied. 

One reason philately lost so many of 
these people as soon as times improved 
for them, was financial. It takes very 
little money to form a stamp collection; 
its average follower spending nickels and 
dimes in contrast to dollars spent in the 
same circumstances by other hobbyists. 
Observe the cost of any of the leading 
hobbies such as photography, coins, an- 
tiaues, model building, sports; and you 
will instantly note how much more it 
costs to follow them than stamps. Some 
of these appealed more to our new re- 
cruits than did stamp collecting, so when 
they found themselves with more money 
to spend they wandered into those hob- 
bies that attracted them. There went 
manv of the enthusiastic club members 
of the early 1930s. 

Others did not necessarily find other 
hobbies, but as the years went on grad- 
ually adjusted the habits of a lifetime 
to fit those extra hours and the peak of 
stamp club attendance was past. Though 
it has dropped, it remained far above 
pre-depression levels for while many of 
the new members have been lost, manv 
more remained permanent additions and 
in fact many of the best known stamp 
collectors of today are those who became 
stamp collectors during the depression. 
If this diagnosis or whatever you choose 
to call it fits your club, it seems the wor- 
ries of many are unnecessary.

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Post Office Department Releases Photos Of Authors Stamps Designs 
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Last week the Post Office Department 
released advance photos of the designs 
of the five stamps comprising the 
Authors Set of the Famous Americans 
Series, the first two stamps of which 
will be issued the 29th of this month. 
Slight differences between these photos 
and the finished stamp can be expected 
as the drawings photographed are used 
by the engravers as models in preparing 
the dies. William A. Roach designed all 
five stamps. In engraving the die of each, 
Carl T. Arlt engraved the frame, which 
is uniform upon each. The portrait on 
the 1c was engraved by Leo C. Kauff- 
man, the 2c by Harry R. Rollins, the 3c 
by Gilroy Roberts, the 5c by John 
Eissler and the 10c by Charles A. Brooks. 
William B. Wells engraved the lettering 
on the lc, 2c and 5c while on the 3c 
and 10c he worked in collaboration with 
James T. Vail. 


The Famous Americans Series are 
“Commemorative Stamps” by official 


designation. The official P. O. Dept. 
notice is headed “Commemorative 
Stamps — Famous Americans Series.” 


The description of the design in the 
official statement is as follows: 

“The central subjects are composed 
of portraits of these authors arranged 
in oval frames against a background of 
colonial design. At the base of the por- 
traits are shown a closed book, scroll, 
quill pen, and inkwell symbolizing this 
group. In a narrow panel with white 
ground at the base of the stamp is the 
name of the author. The denomination 
designation, in two lines, the numeral 
above and the word Cent or Cents below 








appears in an ornamental shield-shaped 
panel, partly bordered with laurel leaves, 
in the lower right corner. Across the 
top of the stamps is the wording “United 
States Postage. All lettering is solid 
gothic in the color of the stamp.”

THE CATALOG

issue I suppose. The book will be a 
bound edition and not a loose leaf affair. 
Print will be somewhat smaller, about 
the size used in the Double Line Catalog. 
213 new illustrations will be used too. 
The pricing will BE AS HERETOFORE 
ADVISED “— at a mark which is as 
close to net market value as is possible.” 
Release of the publication is set for 
February first but as yet cannot be 
definite. The above is most of what we 
have been waiting for anyway. Now 
bring on the catalog and we all will be 
happy. 


AUCTIONS PASSE 


Ever since the auction the Baltimore 
club held during the convention last fall 
the several papers have commented on 
the disinterest shown at that auction 
and then hastily concluded that the 
day of precancel auctions were past. I 
sat in both sessions of that particular 
auction and my conclusions are definitely 
opposite, which of course might be ex- 
pected. The only thing I could see that 
was wrong with the auction was that 
they allowed THE BOURSE TO OP- 
ERATE WHILE THE AUCTION WAS 
IN SESSION. That was enough to 
ruin any auction. Many of the dealers 
are good bidders in these auctions but as 
long as there was a customer at their 
booth they were loath to leave, and as 
long as there were dealers at their stands 
there were some few customers taking 
up their time. The solution of that par- 
ticular event would have been simply to 
have closed the Bourse when the auction 
was to be held. I will admit that some 
of the auctions are pretty long and to 
double up lots to my notion is objection- 
able because anything that makes me 
sore is to have to bid on a lot of a dozen 
stamps just to get one stamp. My solu- 
tion of this problem is as follows, and 
I expect that the good fathers of the 
Precancel Stamp Society will just fall 
over themselves following it, is to pick 
out the best items for the FLOOR bids 
but allow mail bids on this group too, 
the balance of poorer lots to be MAIL 
ITEMS only with the privilege of each 





attendant at the convention to ask for 
a certain number of MAIL BID LOTS 
to be brought to the floor. In this man- 
ner no important lot to anyone will be 
overlooked and the bulky material need 
not take up the valuable convention 
time. Pretty good isn’t it????? Or is it? 


SMART WAY 

To my way of thinking the following 
method of collecting is very commend- 
able. I recently have noticed several 
collectors following this method if it can 
be called a method and that is the col- 
lecting of a large state and a small state, 
by large and small we mean in a pre- 
cancel way. By collecting a small state 
only the collector soon is out of the race 
for lack of interest but by having a 
more easily obtainable state too, he 
gains a balance there that is an ideal 
setup to my notion. Here are some 
combinations I suggest: Ohio and Ken- 
tucky; Penna. and W. Va.; New Jersey 
and Maryland! etc.

Pre-First Days of Famous 
Americans Can Be Expected 





The Post Office Department is ship- 
ping postmasters at other than first day 
post offices supplies of the Famous 
Americans series. Only a “limited sup- 
ply” may be requisitioned by postmas- 
ters and it is intended to have, as far as 
manufacturing conditions permit, the 
stamps at many offices to place on sale 
on the second day of issue. Postmasters 
are cautioned not to issue any of the new 
stamps prior to the day after the official 
first day sale at designated places; but in 
the past there have always been some 
offices where these instructions have 
either not been read or else ignored, 
resulting in covers arriving in business 
mail bearing the new stamps cancelled 
days before the official date of release. 
Philately does not recognize these covers 
with catalogue status, as if it did there 
would be incentive for persons to try to 
obtain them. It will be seen that pre-first 
day covers of the Famous Americans can 
be expected.

Batavia—Lisbon—New York Service. 
The Royal Dutch K.L.M. and Pan 
American Airways are planning to open 
the Dutch East Indies to United States 
Service soon. Conversations between the 
companies are held at the Hague and 
PAA Clippers are to be used exclusively 
to cover the Route in 6% days. No 
date of first flight is set, but collectors 
should get in touch with the Companies 
in order to assure mailing of their first 
fight covers soon. 





Around the World in 53 days. The 
Japanese Mitsubishi plane “Dai Nippon” 
let Tokio-Haneda Airport August 27th, 
1939, to fly around World in Eastward 
direction. The last leg of the Flight, 
Rome to Tokio, is said to have been 
covered in 8 days. The plane arrived at 
Tokio Airport October 20th, and nothing 
is known so far whether any covers were 
carried in the flight. 





China—Russia—Germany Service is 
planned. German Junkers 52 planes will 
cover the Route between Tsungking, 
China and Berlin, Germany via Moscow, 
Russia, soon. It is expected that the 
planes will cover the route in 4 days 
for one way.

German Fieldpost War-covers. Really 
interesting war covers of the present war 
are extremely hard to get in Germany. 
Officials of every kind and description 
make it a hard job for a serious collector 
to acquire a representative collection of 
these most interesting covers. Hardships 
of every kind are to be gone through 
by the serious specialist for the good of 
the hobby, and today already all special- 
ists of war covers of the present war 
are of the opinion that there never has 
been a field as interesting and worth- 
while as this hard to get coverage. 
Usually the German Field Post covers 
show the ordinary circular cancellation 
inscribed “Feldpost”—Date and Swastica 
surmounted by an eagle, but the number 
added in front of the date, already adds 
interest to the cover. Not only the 
Postal System of Bohemia and Moravia 
adds her most interesting covers, but 
also the former Eastern Front and the 
present Western Front brings color in 
the collection. Not to speak of the Dan- 
zig occupation special Souvenir cancel- 
lations which are around, but there are 
cancels on some covers which every col- 
lector would show proudly. And there’s 
not much use trying to find out where 
this or that cover was mailed; the friend 
who mailed it will be the only person 
to unveil this mystery after the end of 
the war. 


Fiji Modifies Designs 





Complaints that the current 144d Fiji- 
an stamp was not as correct as it might 
be have evidently been accepted by the 
authorities.

‘U.S. NOTES 


The sale of the Max G. Johl collection 
was watched closely by dealers in U. S. 
20th Century for the prices realized 
would in general serve as a gauge of val- 
ues. Die proofs of the commemoratives 
brought the highest these have ever 
reached and of course the unique draw- 
ings also brought prices that were not 
surprising. Perforation errors brought 
no heavy bidding and despite all the 
publicity given these stamps and the 
undisputed rarity of some, their prices 
were modest, which is in line with other 
auction sales of recent years. This re- 
flects the fact that collectors generally 
show no interest in stamps not face dif- 
ferent. The perf. 11 1c Franklin, rotary 
press printing, companion item to #594, 
brought $82.50 (described recently in our 
“The Answer Is’”)—not a staggering sum 
for a stamp of which but one other copy 
is known and which will presumably be 
given a major catalogue number. The 
fact that it was Bureau Print precan- 
celled and that a number of other copies 
might be found, possibly affected this 
stamp’s price. 





Autographs on high values are not 
necessarily valuable. A block of 16 $2 
1923 autographed by the Postmaster 
General, etc., brought just $8 over face. 
A similar block of the $5 brought only 
$6 over face. 





Proof prices noted were as follows: 
Pan-American die proofs, $55 the set; set 
1902 die proofs $51; 2c 1903 die proof 
$66; Louisiana Purchase die proofs $182; 
Jamestown set of die proofs $350 (this 
was one of the rarest sets offered and 
bought by Y. Souren); the 12c essay of 
1909 brought $38; 2c Lincoln die proof 
$160; incomplete die proof of 2c Alaska 
$82; complete proof $165; 2c Hudson- 
Fulton, $165; proof of the 10 subject ex- 
perimental 3c 1917 die, $158; 3c Victory 
$270; unfinished die proof 1c Walloon 
$150; frame design proof of Walloon 
$175; die proof of an essay for the 3c 
Parcel Post $53. 





Original drawings for the commemo- 
ratives brought prices comparable to 
those paid by art collectors for fine etch- 
ings, etc. Two different of the 2c Lin- 
coln each brought $200; sketches of 
stages of designs not accepted of the 2c 
Alaska brought $100 to $142.50 each, 
while the drawing of the accepted one 
brought $255; three of the Hudson-Ful- 
ton brought $105, $125 and $210; a Ic 
1912 $150; and a 1c Walloon $150. 





Realizations of some of the more no- 
table lots of ISSUED stamp varieties 
include: $2 and $5 1902 mint blocks, 
superb, by Y. Souren, $151 and $550; a 
slightly off-center block of the $2 how- 
ever brought only $75; a pair of the lc 
1902 coil $125 and the Sc in pair 
$142.50; 1908 Blue Papers, a 4c believed 
reperforated, $310, a superb 5c $310, one 
of the finest 8c existing $415, 6c fine $51, 
10c $26.50, 13c $73.50, 15c $28; set arrow 
blocks 2c Lincoln imperf, one creased, 
$56; set of arrow and center blocks of 
2c Alaska imperf. $67; a similar set of 
the Hudson Fulton, one block minus gum, 
$62; 3c Orangeburg coil on original cov- 
er, centered but some perfs “frayed,” 
$155; mint block of perf 10 10c Panama 
Pacific $137.50; A. E. F. Booklet Pane 
of 30 2c $330; used copy of 20c 1917 
perf. 11 on three sides and 10 at bottom, 
$17.25; and a mint block of $2 1918 $62. 





Possibly the rarest essays in the col- 
lection were the die proofs of the pro- 
jected second issue of Parcel Post stamps 
in the design later used for the 1917 
Documentary revenues. The set of 1, 
2, 3, 4, 5, 10 and 15c brought $470. They 
are believed to be the only set existing. 





An unusual item was received the 
other day, being a 1c Washington Bi- 
centennial stamped envelope mailed by 
the Luther Ford & Co. of Minneapolis 
and contained a circular relative to their 
bluing. The stamp was uncancelled and 
above it was mimeographed in black 
typewriter type “Sec. 562 P. L. & R.” 
Under this provision of the Postal Laws 
the stamp is supposed to be precancelled, 
so we wonder if the local postmaster did 
precancel some of these envelopes and 
whether this specimen had precancella- 
tion omitted in error; or whether all the 
envelopes were sent out with uncancelled 
stamps. While local precancelling of en- 
velopes is seldom resorted to; it is not 
unknown. Generally envelopes are pre- 
cancelled at the envelope plant and none 
of the Bicentennials were so used. So 
this envelope is a mistake from all view- 
points, since commemoratives are not 
supposed to be precancelled at all. 





Postmaster General Farley will attend 
the first day sale of the 10c Mark Twain 
stamp at Hannibal, Mo., reports state. 





If anyone expects the Famous Ameri- 
cans stamps to be in use for any ex- 
tended period, the illusion was shattered 
by the announcement that the stamps 
will be issued in sheets of 70. Since all 
other stamps are issued in sheets of 50 
or 100 it can be seen how thoroughly 
these odd-size sheets can make trouble 
for clerks and public. The danger of 
making mistakes in counting, breaking 
or selling these sheets, will force postal 
clerks to get rid of these stamps as 
quickly as possible, so the Famous will 
not gain much additional fame from this 
stamp series. 
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Air Mail collectors and dealers here in 
New York are awaiting the release of 
the new edition Sanabria Air Post Cata- 
logue which is expected about Jan. 10th. 
It has been announced that 315 new 
stamps have been listed, approximately 
one-half of them being from Central and 
South America. There have been many 
changes in this catalogue from previous 
issues. Close to 5,000 stamps are being 
listed, with 3,000 illustrations. 





With the announcement that Harmer 
Rooke & Co. Inc. of London was holding 
several auctions here in New York, it is 
interesting to note that the auction firm 
of The Hague, Holland, under the able 
management of Mr. Max Pool, is now 
located here in New York. Mr. Pool’s 
first sale is expected to be held here 
sometime in February. 





The sales conducted here are oddly 
named by Mr. Pool as the “New System 
Mail Sales” whereby minimum bids are 
listed after each lot, based upon cata- 
logue price. 


New Issue Dealers and collectors here 
are awaiting the arrival of the new Po- 
land Occupation stamps from both Ger- 
many and Russia. It is speculative to 
state at this moment which of the two 
sets will be more popular, but a survey 
conducted by your correspondent shows 
that Russian stamps which have hereto- 
fore been ready sellers has been re- 
ported by many New York dealers to 
have fallen down in sales the past few 
months, while German stamps, particu- 
larly New Issues, have been popular. It 
has been stated by several dealers that 
the German Occupation stamps of Po- 
land will outsell those from Russia by 
approximately 100 to 1. They might be 
right, but we shall see as time progresses.

The al- 
bums, with their hand-drawn, illuminated 
pages, cost Dr. Philip G. Cole of Tarry- 
town, N. Y., over $22,000. The pages 
are ornamented in 22 karat gold and 
much art work. These 66 volumes were 
specially made to house the collection 
of air mail stamps formed by the Doctor, 
also one of the most extensive ever 
formed, including practically every rar- 
ity. As an example of the cost of these 
albums, the three volumes for the British 
Empire with their 3 frontispieces, 16 
coats of arms, 16 maps and 85 album 
pages, cost $1,550.00 for the three vol- 
umes, exclusive of stamps.
